What It was to be no one knew. There 
were many rumors and Mr. Pollitz 
never contradicted any of them. Now 
it Is known, and Wailuku, the choice 
sugar plantation, Is the stock. 


Yesterday the directors of Brewer & 


Co met at 8:30 in the morning. There 
the offer made by Mr. Pollitz to take 
8713 shares, 312 more than a control- 
ling interest, of Wailnku, at $450 was 
discussed. It was accepted, and an- 
other big' deal passed into local history. 
The final acceptance was made at about 
10:30 a. m. The buyer Is allowed ninety 
days in which to make the payment. 
This, as Mr. Pollitz. says, is done mere- 
ly that, he may have time after reach- 
Ing San Francisco, to forward the 
amount to Honolulu. 


The deal was made direct with Brew- 


er & Co. Mr. C. M.-t5ooke, president, 
acted for the firm. 


The trip of J. P. Cooke to Maul In 


a special steamer was in connection 
with the deal. 


Mr. Pollitz, when Interviewed, said 


that he bought the stock for an In- 
vestment (He admitted that the con- 
solidation of Wailukn with Hawaiian 
Oommerctel in the near future is 
tremely probable. In fact there is lit- 
tle doubt but that this is his Intention. 


He holds the key to the situation of 


the two plantations. This is the water 
rights. The control of the whole water 
supply of the Waihea district was in- 
cluded In the purchase. This, ot 
coarse, includes the system upon which 
Hawaiian Commercial is dependent 
The latter's lease of their water rights 
expires in 1905, only six years dlstaai. 


Mr. Pollitz accordingly saw that It

them. I have, also, applications for 
this Olaa land from men to the United 
States who came here looking up land 
last year and who will return when the 
land ia ready for the public. If thia 
new land IB apportioned out, tbe cream 
of It, I mean, to men who hold claims 
under crown land leases amd to settle- 
ment associations, those men in the 
States had better remain, where they 
are, they would be as well off^or there 
would be nothtof left for them. 
"As to the appearance of the Volcano 


road, in so far air the forest is con- 
cerned, I can only say that the law pro- 
vides that the 'forest for 160 feet back 
of the road must not be destroyed. 
That Is the law, and before that tend 
can be cultivated the law inust be re- 
pealed or amended. The sugar com- 
pany will probably fence on the Inside 
so as to keep stock out of the cane, but 
something should be done to keep 
them from entering from the road. 
During my visit there I saw cows graz- 
ing in the forest and found evidence of 
their destroying the shrubbery. It 
seems only a question. of time when 
theae animals will do' what the holders 
of land are prohibited from doing." 
From another source.it was. learned 
that the promoters are still securing 
land and that .a maximum price has 
been fixed, above which they will not 
go. On Monday they went over the 
Keaau tract and on Tuesday, the Shlp^ 
man lands were investigated. The lat- 
ter has .some favorable points, but the 
matter of taking In Keaan still remains 
in doubt That the railway will go 
through there is no doubt at this time 
and It will go through Hamakna, Olaa 
and Puna, provided a plantationjit the 
latter place Is established, and there is 
every reason-to believe It will be.

Asked about the allotments of lands 


to persons who hold crown land leases 
and who, under their contracts, are en- 
titled to additional holdings, Mr.

"That is a matter which will require 


careful consideration.- These men, in 
some instances, secured only a- fourth, 
or fifty acres, of the land to which they 
were entitled. At the price giv<m It 
was supposed they would take tip land 
in the original Olaa reservation, but 
they did not, they delayed selecting 
until there was finally none to select 
and now they want It. The question Is, 
will they 'be allowed to select land in 
the new section soon to be opened.up? 
I believe they will, but whether at the 
price charged for their original hold- 
ing Is a matter to be determined by the 
Cabinet Just here this matter la made 
more complicated by the recent action 
of the Olaa Coffee Planters' Associa- 
tion in fixtcs the -price of inside coffee 
lands at $140 per acre. The Govern- 
ment knows that much of • the land 
which was sold to coffee men at three, 
four and six dollars per acre a very 
few years ago, has recently been sold 
by them at HOO per acre to the sugar 
men. This, -backed by tne action of 
thei Coffee Planters' Association, will 
be a factor in determining the price to 
be charged for the new lands. The 
Government has shown a disposition 
to help the people In the past by civ- 
ing them land at a low price, but I do 
not know how It will be in the future.

One incident-during the day was re- 


ported where a half-caste, Charles Tay- 
lor, was arrested and taken on board 
H. M. S. Porpoise, on the suspicion of 
being a spy, that he had reported the 
movements of. the troops to the Mataa- 
fa party. It Is also reported that Copt 
Sturdee vhad said he would deal with 
others in the same way, no matter who 
or what they were, If he received proof 
from any one that they were acting as 
spies'. 


On Tuesday at 2 o'clock the flagship 


Philadelphia fired the first shell. The 
Royalist and Porpoise immediately fol- 
lowed. The Porpoise took up a posi- 
tion oft Mulinulu Point and firing was 
kept up in general tin dark. During 
the night there were constant alarms 
going on, but the natives did not at- 
tack. 
On Wednesday the warships 


Philadelphia, Porpoise and Royalist 
again shelled the suburbs, the Porpoise 
cruising along the coast where she kept 
continually throwing shells injand. 
During the day one of the American 
sailors who were guarding the Con- 
sulate, was caught by a shell, which 
struck the kitchen of the Consulate, 
and was rather badly wounded. During 
the night an attempt was made to rush 
the road near the Tivoll Hotel by the 
natives, but the attempt was frustrated 
by the British sailors, who were In 
charge, but unfortunately with the loss 
of two men belonging to the Royalist 
and two w.ounded. During the whole 
of the night constant shooting was 
going on all around the town. No ac- 
cident has happened to any white res- 
idents. Friday was comparatively quiet 
but several important captures were 
made by the naval forces, who kept 
scouting around the town. We are also 
informed that a seizure of arms had 
been made. During the day'instruc- 
tions had been given that the hotels 
were to be closed, which was strlcfly 
observed, in fact all places of business 
are closed, and a strict guard is kept 
over the beach, so that no one can go 
through the lines without a pass. Fri- 
day night passed off without any great 
amount of firing, but report has it that 
great damage was done by some shots 
fired by the Porpoise towards morning, 
and rumor has it that a great many of 
the rebels have been killed. As the 
natives carry away their dead and 
wounded, it is therefore very difficult 
to get information so that the result of 
the shelling, which is considered to 
have been effective, is not known. The 
Porpoise went to sea this morning 
about 4 o'clock and was heard shelling 
along the, coast. 


The Philadelphia also went out about 


2:30 
o'clock and shelled off Vaiusu. She

The decision of the Supreme Court 


n the case of tine Government agalnat 
the Oabu Hallway Company, is an af- 
irmatlon here of tn«> rule laid down 
by the Supreme Court of -the United 
States in the suit involving the waiter 
front of the city of Chicago. Up to 
the toe of that decision there was a 
difference of opinion among lawyers 
and judges, regarding tihe power of a 
Legislative body to grant a right of 
exclusive use of any part of the navi- 
gable waters 10 an individual or.cor- 
poration. 
It was conceded that the 


owners of land adjoining navigable 
waters had the right to reach and use 
those waters, 'but how far the State 
could alienate any of the .land be- 
neath these. wat/erB lad never been 
clearly deflineuT The Value of the sub- 
merged land to tihe Chicago case was 
about ?100,000,000. The decision of the 
case involved a 'larger sum of -money 
than any case ever brought before the 
court Tbe judges were not unani- 
mous in their decision. But a .major- 
ity of -them held that the navigable 
waters could mot be alienated to the 
exclusive use of individuals, and that 
the State, as trustee for tlby» people, 
could not grant absolute control of the 
submerged lands to any one, and there- 
fore no quasi public corporation could 
be empowered to condemn such lands 
• This rule has been followed by our 
Supreme Court 


At the same time there is nothing 


in the decision of the Supreme Court 
of the United States, or in the decision 
of our own court, which forbids the 
government to grant the right to the 
Oahn Land and Railway Comany o 
building wfoarves and piers sufficient 
for the purposes of its business as 
common carrier. It is probably for 
the interests of the city itself that i 
should be done in a generous manner 


One need not be an expert to see 


that an the opening of the Pearl bar 
bor channel, there will probably be 
a gradual revolution in the commercial 
situation of Honolulu, in a short time 
i! the Railway Company is forced tc 
ecake Its sea connections at ubat bar 
bor.

In order to preserve a record of <the 
vents of these days that will, perhars 
nterest posterity, it must be said 
that there is a craze in" the specula- 
ions over the sugar stocks. The trans- 
actions reported in the news columns 
Indicate the (prices, and to some extent 
he number of shares of stock sold. 


The merits of the plans of organiz- 


ation of the nsw sugar corporations 
are not now discussed. There is some 
!ood for serious reflection about the 
correctness of the data on which sev- 
eral of them have been formed. The 
most important dalta Is, of course, the 
uncertain political data, which is of 
atber a shifting character. 
Aside from this, it must be said that 


the community is at a white specula- 
ive heat. The business men, the .pro- 
fessional men, the clerks, the mechan- 
cs, tti/e hack men, the women, are oper- 
ating for a "rise." The situation is 
natural and logical. It exists because 
it must exist. It cannot be checked 
any more than a prairie fire can be 
stopped with -watering .pots The causes' 
which create it are precisely the same 
causes wfilch create .booms in other 
places. Individuals do not create these 
causes. They arise from the operation 
of economic laws,, and the irrepressibli 
desire of all to get rich.

;ts main object is not to wait for divi- 
dends, but to sell to a purchaser on 
the rise. It is in -this that tfhe gambling 
spirit 3hows -itself. As few men care 
to work for money if they can get it 
without'work. It is a vain and idle 
usiness to preach agaiinst stock gatms- 
bltng. just as It was an idle business 
two years ago to preach against ex- 
peditions to the Klondike. 


The 'conditions for speculation here 


are most, favorable at present So they 
have bean at certain times, in every 
speculative (movement during the last 
century. ' But there has always been 
but one .result of these movements, 
a flnaO ;-.<*>lilapse due to some cause 
known^or unknown. And the bleating 
of the shorn lambs follows as a matter 
of course.

He 
fitted out, year after year at his own 
expense, expeditions for the explora- 
tion of the unknown parts of the Con- 
tinent He discovered many fossils 
of animals which were of the highest 
Importance in the study of animal life 
in past ages. His general collection 
was said by Prof. Huxley to be the 
greatest of. the kind in the world. His 
ethnological collection! was. also said 
to be the finest in America. He learn- 
ed through his Hawaiian born asso- 
ciates in college, that the skeletons of 
ancient Hawaiians could be found 
buried in the sands on the windward 
side of the island of Oahu, and he 
finally secured a collection of them 
which he declared, in later years, to be 
remarkable in the size of their bones 
and their skulls. Through his in- 
fluence, the Peabody Museum was 
founded in New Haven by his uncle, 
George Peabody, and he •became its 
curator.

While making his researches in the 


Rocky Mountains he became much In- 
terested in the Indians, and) in 1875, 
his fierce attacks upon the frauds of 
the Indian bureau resulted in the im- 
provement of their condition.

man of science incidentally contribut- 
ed in this way more to the cause of 
humanity .than millions of men. who 
knew- nothing of science or- niuflanity.

The President Awaiting the Schurman 


Commission's Report. 


THOMASVILLE, Ga., March 24.—

The switch-board and dynamo came 


from Chicago, the frame work of the 
motor car from the Baldwin 'Locomo- 
tive Works and the motor proper from 
the Westinghbuse Co., the orders hay- 
ing been placed through the Hawaiian 
Electric Co. 


Mr. Dreier has other improvements 


of importance well under way, one of 
the most important of which is a 
method of running the centrifugals by 
electricity, thus doing away with all 
the overhead belts. He has already 
applied for letters patent on tWs Idea, 
which he expects to have In full oper- 
ation in a short time. 


A demonstration of the success of 


the electric plantation railroad, whlcli 
now seems fully assured at Eleele, will 
have a tendency to revolutionize plan- 
tation methods of transportation.

al., »s. The Right Rev. Alfred Willis, 
Bishop of Honolulu, bill for Injunction, 
a decision was handed down yesterday 
sustaining demurrer filed by defendant. 
The decision is as follows: 


Complainants, as members of the 


"Second English Speaking Congrega- 
tion of-St Andrew's Cathedral," of 
Honolulu, bring their bill praying that 
the respondent be restrained (1) from 
a threatened violation of a certain 
agreement relating to the use by said 
^congregation v of the 
St. 
Andrew's 


church building and premises, and (2) 
from a threatened revocation of the 
license of the Rev. Alex. Mackintosh, 
the duly licensed minister and pastor 
of said congregation. 


Respondent demurs to the bill on the 


grounds, sumanaTLzed, (1) and (2) no 
cause of action Is stated, (3) non- 
joinder as parties to the suit of the 
"Trustees of the Anglican Church In 
^Hawaii," in the bill referred to, (4) 
mlsjotoder as parties plaintiff of two of 
said plaintiffs, who are Bald to be 
church wardens, (5) and (7) that com- 
plainants are not proper parties plain- 
tiff and are not shown to have been 
authorized to bring this suit, (6) that 
the bill Is multifarious, and (8) that 
this court has no jurisdiction of the 
matters alleged In this bill. 


The deposltionii of a minister is pure- 


ly an ecclesiastical" act. There" Is at 
least a presumption that the Anglican 
Church in Hawaii and the Church of 
England have rules of action for their 
own Internal government, covering the 
question of the deposition' ojt ministers 
as well as other subjects, and, on the 
present allegations of the complaint on 
this- branch of the case, I am of the 
opinion that this Court has no juris- 
diction to interfere. The agreement 
referred to In the bill does not restrict 
the powers of the Bishop, 
whatever 


they may be, to revoke the license of 
the .pastor., 


Itt this view it becomes'unnecessary 


'to pass- on the objection as to multi-* 
farioflsness. 


la my opinion the trustees are not 


necessary parties to the suit and need 
not be joined as such. No relief 
Is 


sought against them, mor is there any 
allegation that they have been guilty of 
any act or omission which would en- 
title complainants to any relief against 
them. 


The bill shows that the consideration 


for the right to use the church as 
therein stated, was paid by the congre- 
gation and that such right to use aod 
enjoy the same was granted to the saH 
congregation as a separate and distinct 
organization. The written agreement 
referred to was entered into by the re- 
spondent on the one hand for the ben- 
efit of said congregation as such on the 
other.

Some Ugly Facts Brought Out-Th 


Great Dangers-Necessity 


for Reform. 


(Dr. P. R. Day's paper on Sanitation o 


Honolulu, read before the Socla 
Science Association. Dr. F. R. Da 
Is port physician, a member of tb 
Board of Health and a practltione 
of the highest standing.) 


Sanitary science rests upon a trlpo 


—.pure air, pure waiter amd pure soil— 
three factors which contribute largely 
to tihe general health of a community 
conversely toe public health suffers in 
direct proportion to the degree of po- 
lution of these three elements- No one 
can assert that pure air, pure water 
and pure soil will eliminate all sick 
mess for there are many otiher active 
factors in the production of disease 
Buoh as constitutional .taints, neglect 
of personal hygiene, excesses of-al 
kinds and eo forth; but merely tha 
these tlhree essentials have an impor 
tan* influence upon the health and 
ithey are apt to be ignored or over 
looked by the majority of people be- 
cause they are not directly personal 
matters. 


The solution of these questions is 


left to the government. 


A great deal of attention is being 


paid to Chela and the health author' 
Ities in the United States and abroad 
as a result of much study and experi- 
ment, have instituted many [measures 
to insure such wholesome natural sur- 
roundings as have contributed largely 
lo the towering of the sick rate and 
mortality crate to many places. 


These measures include the filtra 


ition of fine public water supply, the re- 
moval of sewage by (properly con 
structed conduits and Che disposal 
reduction or cremation of garbage and 
all organic waste, 'that constantly ac 
cumulates about dmman habitations. 


The tavdsildie organic world about 


us Is as diverse in its ways of life ae 
we tare, and with all our best methods 
and ordinance of warfare we have on- 
ly yet invaded its borderland. Cer- 
tain facts we have learned, however 
and one is that tihe water used by a 
community is the most easily polluted 
of the three elements, therefore it 
should be one of the first duties of a 
municipal government to supply an 
abundance of pure water for domestic 
purposes. 


It is an established fact about which 


there can. be mo doubt tihat the germs 
of certain diseases are water borne 
and experience has demonstrated time 
and again inat purification of tihe water 
supply has cnecked devastating epi- 
demics 
Of course every housekeeper 


can take the matter in hand and purify 
her own supply by boiling, filtering or 
precipitation but it is safe to say that 
not more than lo per cent, of the popu- 
lation will take this trouble Further- 
more they would be doing work that 
logically belongs to the government I 
expect the time will come whej> the 
government can be held financially re- 
sponsible for allowing conteminated 
water to be supplied to the people

investigations ot the Board of 


Health into the causes of the excessive 
death rate in the years 1889 and 1890 
pointed so strong^ to the water sup- 
ply as one of the important causes 
that the Board at the beginning o' 
1891 
-warned the citizens against i^s 


the treat Importance of fcavlng pure 
water, 'tihe latter because ot tbe pre- 
vailing/notion that mountain streams 
are uncontamtnated. 
I could give 


many more, in fact It fhav been the 
common experience to which I know 
of no exception, that wherever a com- 
munity (has taken, measures to purify 
the water the number of fever cases 
has been greatly reduced. 


Qf even greater importance than sup- 


plying pure "water is the disposal ef- 
ficiently of all sewage and garbage 
that unavoidable sediment of dty life. 
Sewage consists mainly of putreecenl 
animal and vegetable tissues, etc. 


It Is the duty 01 the government to 


remove promptly this constantly accu- 
mulating mass and dispose, of It in 
such, a manner thai It cannot possibly 
have a deleterious effect upon £he 
health. Such material may cantata, spe- 
cific germs of disease. It is a soil favor- 
able to their propagation, but even 
though it may nqt contain such germs, 
yet the various gasee generated during 
the process of decomposition .that goes 
on .with great rapidity, especially in 
warm climates, will, if inhaled, have a 
debilitating effect upon the system and 
render one more susceptible to the in- 
vasion of actual djjsease. 


Garbage is composed of the refuse 


from food products and includes the 
waste from kitchens,markets,fruit and 
vegetable stands and pod shops. 


Modem sanitation requires that all 


such organic waste should be removed 
and disposed of before it (has an op- 
portunity, to decompose and become 
a nuisance and menace ito health. 


In warm climates these questions 


assume even greater importance than 
they do eteewnere, for the continuous 
warmth and moisture of such latitudes 
favor the growth, of all vegetalbe and 1 
animal life, including all kinds of para- 
sites, disease genms and this bacteria 
of decomposition of putrefaction. 


Diseases due to itticro-organisms, 


sucih as cholera, plague, yellow fever 
dysentery, malaria, typhoid fever, beri- 
beri and leprosy are more prevalent 
in the tropics than in colder countries 
and therefore greater personal and 
municipal cleanliness are demanded. 


We will all agree that Honolulu is 


its even climate 
and 
picturesque 


views. There is a charm about it that 
few cam resist. It is a fact, {however, 
tihat (the sick rate here is nigh and the 
death, rate excessive. We are forced to 
acknowledge this, though we do so 
with reluctance, for it seems like dam- 
ning ones friend. It is malarious, and 
almost everyone who lives here is 
more or less Influenced toy this poison. 
The infection may not be sufficient to 
cause fever, but dt lowers *he vitality, 
ompoverishes the blood and eaps the 
energy. Ver few of us feel at our 
best here. 


Let us investigate the unsanitary 


an ideal spot 
luxuriant foliage 


conditions and try to determine the 
cause for this. 


The water from Kalihi and Manoa 


ralleys could be treated in the same 
•way, and thus an adequate supply for 
be needs of the whole town secured. 
This completes the arraignment of 


Honolulu from the viewpoint of the 
sanitarian. 


What remedies should ibe applied to 


Correct these flagrant evils' 


The first and most serious problem is 
he purification of the 
soil, which, 


when accomplished, will naturally and 
iffectively .purify the air. 
Further contamination with organic 


waste should be stopped at the earliest 
josslble date. The need is imperative, 
"he town is growing very rapidly. New 
ouses are being built in every direc- 


tion, and in many places crowded very 
losely together, and yet the great dn- 
ux of people can hardly be accommo- 
ated So that the amount of filth that 
s being dally added to the sum total 
s greater than ever Tjefore

Now that there Is a railroad to pro- 


vide transportation, distance to no 
longer a factor, as H was formerly 
Interments within the city limit* 
should he prohibited "by law, anft in 
the course of time it would Improve- the 
sanitary and aesthetic feature* of tbe 
town* to exhume the bodies now lying 
In some of the cemeteries situated'in 
the heart of the city and re-inter tiem. 
in a large general cemetery, which/we 
are greatly in need of and which alould 
•be located beyond the farthest bound 
aides of Greater Honolulu, the Hono- 
lulu of the future. 


One naturally expects the air of Ho- 


nolulu to be pure after blowing as it 
does across thousands of mites of sea 
and less than ten miles of land, and yet 
It is not above suspicion. It ty pure 
when it reaches our shores, because 
sea air Is the purest that can be foftnd 
but it is contaminated In the towfc It- 
self. Germs of disease are undotfcted- 
ly numerous in the dost Every con- 
sumptive individual who expectorates 
in the streets scatters broadcast the 
germe of tuberculosis. The sputum 
noon dries, is incorporated in the ftttet 
and may <be carried to our respiratory 
organs by the very- winds wblcb,;we 
consider so refreshing. 


Unwholesome vapors arise fromu»nr 


polluted soil and stagnant pools. ^ 


Perhaps all of you nave not had your 


attention called as forcibly as I'fisfve 
to the heavy vapor that nightly > '^en- 
shrouds the lower levels of the fciwn 
from Kalihi to Diamond Head.'. VtAa 
cloud appears to me to grow to den-; 
sity with the growth of vegetation anc 
a be composed mainly of moisture, Trat 
It undoubtedly contains an appreciable 
amount of noxious vapor that arises 
From* decomposing animal and vege- 
table matter in and on the soil, anc 
probalbly also malarial poison. I .wit 
refer to this again when we come to 
the consideration of the soil 


The water supply of Honolulu is 


derived from two sources, the moun- 
tain streams and the artesian: wells. 
The former, especially Nnuanu stream 
a surface water, contains a large per- 
centage of organic matter (particularly 
after It has been stored in the reser- 
voirs, which teem with aquatic organ- 
isms. In this condition, in my opinion, 
it Is unfit for domestic use. It is" no1 
likely to toe contaminated with human 
excreta, but It may be the vehicle *>r 
conveying the plasmodinm nralariae, 
and the eggs of various intestinal par- 
asites. 


The artesian water is free from, this 


taint, but it is rich in mineral in- 
gredients, which might ultimately 
cause some trouble. 


When we come to a conslderationnif 


the soil we are brought face to tscce 
with that which IB most objectionajhte 
from'a, sanitary standpoint 
" *' '„ 


We (deceive ourselves with the Idea 


that the substratum of volcanic ash IB 
an efficient agent for the removal of 
sewage. This is an unpardonable san- 
itary sin. It is porous and will all&w 
fluids to seep away, but it will only 
carryvthose substances that are in so- 
lution. Solid particles will surely re- 
main in the neighborhood of the cess- 
pools or vaults, every one of which is 


festering focus of putrid organic mat- 


ter. When we consider the thousands 
of people who have lived in Honolulu 
since it was founded and have made 
this use of the black sand it is impos- 
sible to think of it in any other U 
than that of a vast reservoir of 
composing and putrid excrement, a 
source of unhealthy vapors and sick- 
ening odors 


The ground air, that is, the air oc- 


cupying the spaces between the parti- 
cles of dirt, (becomes fouled by tthe de- 
composition that is constantly^ goifg 
on and then is driven off toy the physi- 
cal conditions which will cause Its dis- 
placement, such as a rise of the level 
of the ground water, differences in tem- 
perature between the ground air and 
hat above the surface. This must oc- 
cur nightly in Honolulu, because the 
soil and the ground air become heated 
during the day, at the same time that 
the atmosphere is warm, tout at night 
he latter cools much faster than tie 
former, and this tends to displace t&e 
warmer ground air, and an upward 
current is established which causes 
the noxious vapors to arise from 
surface. The inspiration of such 
'or a long period of time must have a 
deleterious effect upon the health. If 
t does not cause actual disease it most 
certainly effect a lowering of the vital 
orces 
Other sources of vapors whereby tbe 


air Is feefouled will be found, owing to 
nadequate measures for their disposed,' 
n the slops about many a kitchen door, 
he draintnga from 
pol shops, the 


waste from washhouses, bathrooms 
and stables, to say nothing of the de- 
caying vegetation that frequently may 
>e found 


This leads me to speak of 
the 


amount of vegetation in and about Ho- 
nolulu 
We live in a jungle, Many of 


our private grounds are so densely 
wt>oded as to almost conceal the dwej- 
ings, and must, -with the excessive ir- 
rigation to which Professor Maxwell 
tas already called attention, cause a 
degree of dampness incompatible with 
the be«t eanitary conditions 


We may be excused for our fondness 
or the beauty and the cool shade that 
provided 'but it is my object tonight 
o consider these things from A sani- 
tary rather than an artistic point «t 
view 
Where things grow BO luxuri- 


antly ard -where there J» to be- found 
guah & great variety in plant life, It ft 
hard to resist tbe temptation to plait 
more than a given plot of ground 
should contain, and fall to cftJcuJnt* 
for their fall development The con- 
Fequence is that as time goes tor the 
mall saplings become giants, standing 
shoulder to shoulder, their arms Jnter-

human mob Viewing tbe city from an 


elevation <we realise that It is buried 
In a sea of vmn. I fool sure that the 
healthfutaesrof the place would b* in 
creased if batf the trees were out 
down. 
The falling leaved and the 
trim 


mlngs from this excess of vegetation 
together with the refuse that constant- 
ly accumulate* about a dwelling, must 
be disposed of. This la now done by 
being removed by the garbage carts of 
•the Board of Health or private parties 
to the swamps at Kakaako, where it is 
used for filling in the «wamp lands, 


I must not omit to mention tbe duck 


farms and ipig etys, the stagnant water 
in the taro patches and rice fields— 
conditions that should not be allowed 
to exist within the city iimits in a 
place like Honolulu. 


How can the water stfpply of Hono- 


lulu 'be improved? As has been state* 
I do not consider the valley water as 
it is now supplied, fit lor use, yet i 
can Ibe easily made pure and 'whole- 
some. If aH the water of Nuuanu 
stream were passed through filter beds 
as is done in Hongkong, Lawrence, 
Mass., and many other places, all or- 
ganic Impurities and micro organisms 
would be removed and the water thus 
rendered perfectly pure. It should 
then (be etored in reservoirs with ce- 
ment bottoms and roofed.' This would 
also insure against the present loss by 
seepage and evaporation.
